The Fighting Now On Cuban Soil, 
and Promises to be Hot. 



Fifteen Thousan Soldiers Expected 
To Reach Santiago To-day. " 



Mole St. Nicholu, June 13.— From 
the beat information obtainable it ii 
Issmed that four AiBaiksa narinea 
were killed in the engagement with 
Ike Spaniah at GuaDtanamo Saturday 
•Ttning. The marinea were encamp- 
•d on a hill, which waa antiftly de- 
nnded of timber. Thsj were buay 
arranging camp, and • foard of twen 
17 man had been MBtont aaar the 
timbar. Saddenlj, at 4:40 o'dock, 
the guard waa fired od from the foot 
of the hill, and a number of 8pan- 
iaida sppasrad In flia ba A at the 
head ^of the lagoon. The bulleta 
whiatlad through the air, and for the 
SMMBSAt sUiHed the gaafda. It was 
only for an instant, however. AI- 
moat inatantlj they returned the fire 
with ispid ToUajs.

The battle of Trafalgar, Nelson's 
last fight, took plaos olT Cadiz, be 
tweoa tbo Billed Freaeb aad Bpaniah 
llect of thirty-three sail and the Bri 
ti«b fleet of twenty seven. Ou Uc 
tobo' 21, 1805, tbo two flesta came 
in sight of oao BBOtber and prepared 
for fight. Tbo allied fleet draw up 
in an irrognhtf, oroaoBt abapod line 
on the larboard tack. The British 
fleet bore down under full eail, in 
two siBglo colnmBS, the loft of four, 
teen vessels, led by Nelson in the 
Victory, and the right, of thirteen, 
by Admiral Ooliiawood ia the Royal 
Sovereign. Nelson^s object was to 
break the enemy's fieet up into sec- 
lions iafwrior to ble own and then 
engage m a fight at close quarters.

broke through the aatero of the 8an< 
tt Anna, and raked her with a broad 
side. Meanwhile Nelson who course 
woe at leoe aente angle with the ene- 
my's line than ('ollinwou i s, was 
Hearing down exposed to a raking 
fire from the abips UBdor Ms lee. 
FinaNy breaUag through the enemy* 
line, the Victory opened with both 
broadaldee. The other abipe one 
after aoothtr, followed the admiral's 
example, breaking through the ene- 
my IIbo aad eagagiag their veseels 
at close quarters. Ne.aon, from a 
feeling of humanity, had given or- 
ders that sbsrpebootors ShOBid BOt 
be employed to pick olfthe enemy's 
otfloera or clear their rigging. To 
thia order bo owad bis death. A 
bullet fired from the misBSBlop of 
the French veaoel Redoubtsblo stiaok 
him OB tbo opoalslte sad eatorod his 
back. He fell with his face upon 
the deck. When ao hour later, aa he 
lay dyiog botow, bo leariBd that flf* 
teen of the enemy had surrendered, 
he aaid: ''That ia well— byt X bar- 
gained for tvNttty" AMTtwebtydld 
surrender before the day was over.

When at last she 
begaa ilriog aba waa not supported 
bv tbo reet of tbe fleet, and for two 
hours she mtt aloni' the attack df 
nearly tbe whole Uritish fleet. At 
the end of that time ahe waa a com- 
plete wreck, every gun dismounted 
and hardly a dozen men alive and un 
hurt.

Perry 
abandoned tbe Lawrence and enter 
ing a email boat steered for tbe NIa 
gara. A deadly lire or grape and 
musketry waa poured upon bim, but 
be eeoaped uahart aad raiaod bis flag 
on tbe Niagara.
